The conferees “PrIoposed 
combating youth gang violence 
and _ criminal ,activity through 
legislative options， police com- 
munity relations PrOgrarms， 
aggressive Prosecution，improved 
investigative techniques and dev- 
eloping a better understanding of 
the .prison gang/youth gang 
coOnmection ， 

The attack on youth gangs is 
one facet of a _ comprehensive 
program -being developed by 
Deukmejian to deal with youth 
violence and crime in the schools. 

In addressing the Conference on 
Youth Cangs，Deukmejian said 
that“gang related homicides have 
increased 118 邑 since 1974 and 
felony -weapons -arrests among 
juveniles _ increased”more than 
19 允 for the first nine months of 
1979 over the previous year.” 

Lew Pollach,， a conference 
speaker from the California Youth 
Authority (CYA) Law Enforce- 
mentCommunications Team, said 
that the heaviest， youth gang 
activity is still in Los Angeles 
County，where an estimated 300 
ganpgs have 15;,000 to 30,000 
known members，but that the 
most rapid growth is in Northern 
California，

Tourists in China

SAN FRANCISCO 一 It is less 
than two years_ since American 
tourists began“ “flooding”China 一 
estimates run from around 25,000 
to 40,000 in 1979 and perhaps a 
few thousand more this year. 

Lack of first-class accommoda- 
tions and ， qualified ， personnel 
continues to _ hold back anv huge 
influx of tourists from Western 
countries.

TOURS 

Returning to the US in the latter 
half of 1977 after living in the 
Peoples Republic， my wife and 
began organizing tours to China 
from San Francisco. The gates had 
not vet been opened nearlv as 
wide as thev would the next year. 
Our China Tours were filled many 
months in advance byv 
Americans SVympathetic to China 
in varying“ “degrees,， China 
afficionados of different Stripes 
and those who wanted to be first 
on the block to get to China, 

For the most part these have 
come and gone, joined last year by 
growing numbers of typical 
tourists who now make up the 
bulk: of Americans visiting the 
mainland.

Tourists can be told beforehand 
they will see for themselves that by 
local housing standards theirhotels 
are ]uxurious. But the sight ot a 
roach in_ the. Peking Hotel，the 
nation s most Drestigious hostelry， 
can cause dismay，The general 
lack of air-conditioning or heating 
in _ south China can be a hard- 
ship for not a few Americans. 

COSTS 

The less than grand accommo- 
dations are readily acknowledged 
by the Chinse and by tour oper- 
ators in the US. A few years ago 
when getting on a tour was a 
feather in one's cap，these were 
more readily overlooked and with 
far less g&rImbling than now，

has been done to improve the 
hotels or the nonchalant main- 
tenance._ Meanwhile， costs in 
China，like everywhere else, have 
gone UDP 一 as of this year,， rail fares

The following，written to us by

“As we looked back， the diffi- 
cujties and the frustrations of the 
trip are fading and what stands 
out in our minds is China itself

.. .让 was an experience that we 
will alwavs treasure.” 

“The experience is one that will 
alwavs last,. A different world was 
opened to us and though it was 
brief and，of course，superficial 
exposure， we will contintue to 
follow China with interest、excite- 
ment and concern.” 

POLITE 

Though the Chinese remain 
polite while listening to all kinds 
of criticism from tourists and tour 
Operators，CITS may have some 
g&rievances of its own， Like the 
small minority coming on like the 
Ugly American，waving bulging 


wallets or a string of credit cards ， 


(still not accepted in China) and 
making impossible demands for 
extras (How ，about adding 
Shanghai to the itinerary ,and 
adding a few days to the tour, 
thev assure one and all thevy will 
shell out for，Perenniel whiners 
can disrupt a group and make 
some of a trip not Particularly 
pleasant and at times downright 
embarrassing forthe others， 
Oui bus in north China last 
attumn passed a truck that had 
gone off the road and into a tree. 
“Thats one less Chinaman,” 
remarked one cloddish member in 
a loud voice that could not help 


reach the ears of the Chinese .

In view of some unhappiness on 
both sides，are Americans being 
turned off and are the Chinese 
thinking about ditching plans to 
expandtourism?

quota of Americans will be filled 
When there are more and better 
facilities in China and'CITS can 
handle greater numbers，Ameri- 
cans included, it will be ready to 
take them . 


For most Americans who go 
there, China is a fascinating place，

Taiwan， 

DOCUMENTARY 

That “The Pioneers”has in 苹 
elements of a documentary is not 
SuUrprising，since Chew began his 
career with documentaries， He 
has made over 15 feature films. 
Chen, 40 (but he looks about 30)， 
Spent two years developing the 
Script and is ,still involved with 
Dromoting the world-wide distri- 
bution and promotion of the film. 


He ieceived an MA in fim-

While the fim -is straight- 


forward in telling one family's 
story，ajlbeit in a melodramatic

Second, there is the question of 
the aboriginal population of the 
islandq who fought against the 
influx of Chinese settlers. The film 
Sort of skips clumsily past the issue 
and caricatures ， the ， abor- 
jigines as“noble savages.” Choen 
responded to my criticisms of this 
Part of the film with the comment 
that settlers here certainly did 
much worse in its subjugation of 
the American Indians，but this 
misses the point that the film 
needs a more careful delineation

Chen just doesn't quite bring of 
the second half of the film which 
lacks the confidence and gritty 
reajlity of the early scenes. Cover- 
ing such a span of years on a topic 
of such comPplexity may have been 
abit too ambitious. (Makeup man 
Leo Lotito 一 "Planet of the Apes” 
一 was hired by Chen to age the 
characters over the 40 year period 
and he didq a marvelous job). Still 
“The Pioneers”is an impressive
